quarry was harbored in an Anarchist 
club in the heart of the city. . 

Midnight saw a strong force of police 
surrounding the house, and in the early 
hours of the morning the innocent in- 
habitants of neighboring houses were 
quietly roused and got out of danger, 
till finally, in additi»n to the two men 
whom the police wanted, there re- 
mained only a woman n the doomed 
house. 

Plucky Woman Aids Police. 

This woman had to be taken without 
alarming the men. A daring ruse was 
adoped. Another woman, the wife of 
one of the tenants, carried it out with 
remarkable coolness. She went up- 
stairs and asked the woman who had 
to be removed to come to the assistance 
of her husband, who was ill. The sec- 
ond woman: 2 dressmaker, was already 
dressed, for it was now 7 o’clock, and 
she came downstairs and was taken 
charge of by the police. 

Only the two Anarchists remained, 
on the upper floor. To attempt to rush 
it would have entailed perhaps even 
greater loss of life than the Hounds- 
ditch affair.

POSTAL BANKS OPEN. 
ONE IN BACH STATE 


Reports Indicate That the Gov- 
ernment’s Experiment Will 





Be a Success.

COHOES, N. Y., OFFICE BUSY 





First Account Opened by W. B. Hun- 
ter with $5—City Chamberlain a 
Depositor—Other States Report.

COHOES, N. Y., Jan. 3.—The first 
United States postal bank in this State 
was opened Lere this morning. The most 
important feature of the opening was the 
impression created that the Government 
banks will be conducted strictly along the 
lines of the other savings and banking 
institutions in the State, and not the 
slightest information as'to the amount or 
number of deposits was obtainable. A 
similar bank was opened in each, State in 
the Unien. 

Postmaster Leroy stated that ha had 
been instructed by the Postal Depart- 
ment to tell no details of the business, 
and his deputy and clerks refused to dis- 
cuss it. ‘They would not even assist in 
the verification of stories which appeared 
in the local evening papers. Deputy 
MacCluckey, however, said the start was 
successful. The weather was not propi- 
tious, however, and the Postal. Savings 
Bank probably suffered, as did other in- 
stitutions. 

MacCluckey stated that the majority of 
the business is expected frem foreigners 
and that these people will not have their 
funds available for deposit before Satur- 
day. Because of the large number of 


knitting mills here, the city has a for- 
eign population of about 10,000. Part of 
these are French Canadians. but most 
are Polish and Austrian immigrants, They 
are paid good wages and are in the habit 
of sending money from Cohoes to the 
postal banks of the Fatherland, not dar- 
ing to trust their savings to local banks 
which pay 3% and 4 per cent. 

These money orders vary from $5 to 
$600, and a few have even reached $1,000. 
Deposits in the foreign postal banks pay 
lower interest, but they are guaranteed. 
As soon as they learn that the same con- 
ditions prevail in America it is thought 
they will deposit with the Government 
their funds, some of which have been hid- 
den in their homes for months. 

It was stated that the Government may 
find it necessary to advertise the new 
banks in foreign languages, for it. was 
added only in this manner can success be 
assured. It wus its large international! 
money order business that caused Cohoes 
to be chosen as the place to try the ex- 
periment ir this State. 

Wallace B. Hunter of 181 Remsen Street 
was the first resident of the Empire State 
to deposit money with a Government 
bank. , 

Mr. Hunter deposited five one-dollar 
bills. William J. English of 45 White 
Street passed over a hundred-dollar cer- 
tificate, and then City Chamberlain Tay- 
lor made a deposit. 

The bank will be open from 8 A. M. to 
7 P. M. week days, and will be for the 
convenience of residents of this city and 
none others. The rate of interest will be 
2 per cent. per annum. No amount less 
than $1 will be accepted, and no person 
may at any time have more than $500 on 
deposit. 


BOSTON, Jan. 3.—Postal savings banks 
were opened in every New England State 
to-day, and while the volume of business 
transacted was not very large, it is re- 
ported to have more than fulfilled the 
expectations of the local officials, In one 
town only in each State was the system 
put in operation, the places chosen being 
Norwood, Mass.; Bristol, R. I.; Berlin, 
N. H.: Rumford, Me.; Montpelier, Vt., 
and Ansonia, Conn, 

At Norwood, a large town not far from 
Boston, up to noon, about twenty-five 
counts, averaging $2 each, had been 
opened. The bank will be kept open 
evenings, when the biggest amount 
business is expected. 

At Bristol, R. L., 
were kept busy attending 
The largest deposit was 
school children bought 
stamps at 10 cents each.

In Bessemer, Ala., Presi- 
fent Hoster of the Bessemer Foundry 
und Machine Company was the first. 
Ashtabula, Ohio, reported a big busi- 
ness d Pekin, Tll., reported that the 
first account was opened by a newsboy, 
who deposited 82. It is believed this 
branch will do a big business. 

In the first hour in Olympia, Wash., 
thirty-three accounts were opened. Many 
women were among the number, and the 
day's total reached several Hundred. A 
line of newsboys awaited the opening in 
Globe, Ariz. The Postmaster reported 
that $18,000 was outstanding in money 
orders bought by foreign residents who 
were afraid to trust local banks. It is 
believed, therefore, this branch will quick- 
ly prosper. Bemidji. Minn.: Princeton, 
Ind.; Manitowoc, Wis., and Middlesborc, 
Ky., were other places which reported 
that their Postmasters had been kept 
busy. 


FIRE IN CHURCH KILLS 17. 


Eighty Injured in Disaster In Mexico 
on New Year’s Day. 


MEXICO CITY, Jan. 3.—Fire and panic 
which occurred while a New Year’s re- 
ligious celebration was in progress in a 
church on a hacienda, near San Luis 
Potosi, cost the lives of seventeen and 
serious injury tc more than eighty per- 
sons, mostly women and children, 

News of the disaster reached this city 
to-day. The victims were workmen em- 
ployed On _ the hacienda and members of 
their families, : 

The church, which was a small build- 
ing, was packed to its utmost capacity. 
In the course of the ceremonies a candle 
fell from its socket and ignited a quantity 
of dry moss with which the building was 
decorated: The flames spread quickly to 
all parts of the interior. Of those who 
escaped death by burning or suffocation, 
many were killed or injured by being 
trampled in the frantic rush to escape 
through the narrow entrance. ‘ Few 
escaped without injuries.

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INVENTS MULTIPLEX 
TELEPHONE SYSTEM 


Major Squier of Signal Corps 
Successfully Applies It to Wire- 
less Installations Now Used. 











PATENTS ARE FREE TO ALL 





Ten Conversations Possible on a Wire 
—Adaptable for Long-Distance Trans- 


mission of Music and Addresses.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 3.—Patents were 
issued to-day covering an important dis- 
covery in telephony, made by an army 
officer, who dedicates his invention to 
the people of the United States so that 
any one can make use of it, free of all 


cost of royalty, license or rent. The pat- | 
entee is Major George O. Squier of the | 


Signal Corps, who for years has been a 
Student of electrical science and has 
made numerous inventions for the use of 
the Signal Corps. 

The discovery may be described broadly 
as wireless telephony guided by a wire. 
AS many as ten conversations or more, 
it is said, may be held over one wire. The 
theory is that the vibrations of the ether 
surrounding the wire become the vehicle 
by which conversation is held, not by the 
wire, as in ordinary telephony. The in- 
struments to be employed are those now 
commonly used in ordinary wireless tel- 
ephony, and may be bought of almost any 
electrical supply establishment. There is, 
as in wireless telephony, a use of ‘“‘ tunes" 
for each conversation. 

Major Squier three months ago began 
his tests over a system of wires belong- 
ing to the Potomac Telephone Company 
running between the construction labora- 
tory of the Signal Corps, located in a 
building on Pennsylvania Avenue, and 
one of the laboratory buildings of the Bu- 
reau of Standards, where the Signal 
Corps has a laboratoty. Experiments 
were made with many sets of apparatus 
until q trial was made of the ordinary 
wireless equipment and successful demon- 
stration of the discovery was attained. 

Major Squier believes that general use 
will soon be made of his discovery by pri- 
vate individuals and by telephone com- 
panies. He expects that one result will 
be a general reduction of the cost of tele- 
phone service and possibly its more wide- 
ly distributed use. The machine. is re- 
garded as of special value for tong dis- 
tances. It gives a clear and audible tone 
and will probably be first applied in that 
direction. 

The experiments between the construc- 
tion laboratory of the Signal Corps and 
its laboratory at the Bureau of Standards 
have been witnessed by many local scien- 
tists. One feature of the new telephone is 
its success in transmitting music over the 
wires, The strains of a band, violin, or 
of an organ are distinctly heard. It is be- 
lieved that long-distance transmission _of 
opera music, sermons, and lectures is pos- 
sible by this means. 

The new system of multiplex telephony, 
it is said, may be applied to’all local] tele- 
phone exchanges without any modifica- 
tion of the present installation, and could 
conduct a telephone system without the 
use of two wires, as now. 

The superposition of numerous conver- 
sations on one wire will not in anY way 
interefere with the present use of the tel- 
epnone by the apparatus now in use. 
The multiplex may be used with one-wire 
or two, and can be accommodated to the 
simplest or to the most complex installa- 
tion. 

No steps have yet been taken to apply 
the new system for army use. It will 
duly be employed in the field in various 


parts of the country and in Alaska, Ha- 
waii, and the Philippines. 

The whole matter has been guarded 
with great secrecy, Until to-day no one 
Outside of .the Signal Corps and one or 
two high-placed officers knew what was 
being done. 

Major Squier is a Michigan man, why 
was graduated from West Point in 1887 
He has been a student of various branch- 
es of science in his army career and has 
earned a degree from the Johns Hopkins 
University. In May 1898 he became a Cap- 
tain in the Signal Corps and served 
through the Spanish war and for several 
years in the Philippines. For the past 
three years he has been stationed in 
Washington as assistant to the Chief Sig- 
nal Officer of the army.

vote against direct nominations. 

Senator John B. Rose of Newburg led 
the opposition to Senator Brackett.

$1,378,578, and the liabilities $327,598. In 
the six months following, it is asserted 
the assets were reduced $949,209, and that

NEW YORK TOWN FIRESWEPT. 


Lack of Water Prevents Firemen Sav- 
ing Business Part of Greenville. 


GREENVILLE, N. Y., Jan. 3.—The en- 
tire business portion and part of the resi- 
dential section of this Washington County 
town was swept by fire early this morn- 
ing. The loss is estimated as $250,000. 
The fire was discovered in a clothing store 
on Main Street by Miss Beth Noalon, the 
night operator in the Ttiudson River Tele- 
phone exchange, who saw flames issuing 
from the rear of the building, and tele- 
phoned an alarm. ,

OHIO CAUCUS NEAR TANGLE. 


Pomerene’s Chances for Senator Rest 
on Cleveland Votes—Harmon a Factor.

COLUMBUS, Ohio, Jan, 8.—The Cuya- 

hoga County delegation to the General 
Assembly to-night decided to enter the 
joint caucus for choosing a United States 
Senator on Thursday. Should a resolu- 
tion be introduced binding the legislators 
to vote for the choice of the caucus—and 
there is little doubt that it will be—and 
should the Cuyahoga delegation refuse to 
vote. they will be ejected from the cau- 
cus. This action would be fatal to Pom- 
erene’s chances, as he has the indorse- 
ment of the Cuyahoga Democrats. While

mit themselves, it is lhelieved that they 
will agree to be bound by the decree of 
the caucus. The impression prevails that 
the Clevelanders waited to discover the 
actual situation and to ascertain Pomer- 
ene’s real strength before taking the 
fina] step. 
' As the situation stands now, Pomerene 
cannot win without the eleven votes from 
Cleveland. Indications to-night point to 
a deadlock. Democratic leaders are 
alarmed, and express the fear that there 
will be a. tangle, the sequel to which no 
one can forecast. 

The entrance of Gov. Harmon into the 
situation is more than a possibility. The 
expediency of voting for the Governor for 
Senator was diseussed at a secret meeting 
of some fifteen Democratic members to- 
night. The name of M. A, Daugherty 
also came to the front agaim as a com- 
promise candidate. 


TENNESSEE HOUSE AT ODDS: 


House Democrats Will Not Qualify 
Till Fusionists Offer Concessions. 


Special to The New. York Times. 
NASHVILLE, Jan. 3.—The second day's 
session of the fifty-seventh General As- 


sembly of Tennessee has passed without 
a constitutional quorum, the thirty-nine 
Democratic members refusing to qualify. 
They propose to stand pat, they say, un- 
til some amicable agreement can be 
reached with the Fusionists. 

Sixty-one members of the House met 
this morning and finished the organiza- 
tion taken up Monday. Further than that 
they were helpless. Democrats assert this 
action was not legal. The Senate met at 
12 o'clock.. Immediately upon convening 
Senator Cox moved for an adjournment, 
on the ground that the House was not 
legally organized, and that the Senate 
could not join that body in notifying the 
Governor that the Legislature was ready 
to transact business. The Senate ad- 
journed, and will continue to do so from 
day to day until the House is organized. 

Both Fusionists and Democrats are 
making compromise offers, but so far all 
of these have failed. ‘he Democrats say 
that if the Fusionists will withdraw all 
contests, they will come in, and that this 
is the only barrier in the way. They do 
not propose, they say, to allow the Fu- 
sionists to chop off their heads, so as to 
control the joint session, and thus elect 
the State officials and the United States 
Senator. 

The Fusionists, it is said, realize that 
they are in a minority on the joint ballot, 
and will not for that reason agree to 
withdraw all the contests. 


DEADLOCKS IN DELAWARE. 


Neither House Able to Organize—May 
Delay Election of Senator. 


DOVER. Del., Jan. 3.—The deadlock 
which developed last night among the Re- 


publicans over the organization of the 
two houses of the Legislature was still in 
force this afternoon, with no prospects 
of an immediate break. If the deadlock 
continues it will delay the Senatorial 
‘election. Senator Henry A. du Pont is 
a candidate for re-election, and has no 
serious opposition. 

Each house met for tempodrary organ- 
ization, and the new members were sworn 
in. The House took one ballot for Speak- 
er. resulting in 13 for G. W. Tebo, 9 for 
Alfred Moore, and 138 for Cooper, (Dem.)

Doctor Says Commissioner’s Attitude 
to Scientific Research Is Unsympa- 


thetic—Ridiculous, Says Latter. 





Dr. Theodore C. Janeway, who has been 
visiting physician of the City Hospital on 
Blackwells Island for eight years and 
who has been a member of its Board of 
Directors for three, years, resigned yes- 
terday from the hospital, Dr, Janeway 
issued a statement last night at his home, 
131 East Sixtieth Street, stating that 
Charities Commissioner Michael Drum- 
mond was not conducting the hospital in 
the way that former Charities Commis- 
sioners have done. 

In his statement Dr. Janeway said that 
Commissioner Drummond since he took 
office had adopted a decidedly unsympa- 
thetic attitude toward the scientific work 
which had been conducted with the co- 
operation of the Russell Sage Foundation 
in the City Hospital. Dr. Janeway also 
accused Commissioner Drummond of hay- 
ing ‘‘ filled an important position on the 
hospital staff, overriding the express rec- 
ommendation of the Medical Board.” It 
was also charged in Dr. Janeway’s state- 
ment that Commissioner Drummond and 
a clique on the hospital’s board ‘‘ were 
trying to gain control of the hospital by 
political methods.”’ 

Dr. Janeway was instrumental four 
years ago in persuading Mrs. Russell 
Sage to donate $300,000 for research work 
to be conducted at the City Hospital. 
The money was placed in the hands of 
five Directors—Dr. Theodore Janeway, 
Dr. E. G. Janeway, who is Dr. Theodore 
Janeway’s father; Dr. D. B. Delavan, 
Dr. Simon Flexner of the Rockefeller In- 
stitute, and Prof. Graham Lusk of Cor- 
nell. With the income of this money an 
elaborate Jaboratory has been conducted 
in the hospital for the purpose of med- 
ical research. 

This work has been coriducted under 
the name of the Russell Sage Institute of 
Pathology. The city’ is supposed to con- 
tribute $6,000 a year to the work of this 
institute while the Sage Foundation con- 
tributes $12,000 a yeaer. It is In connec- 
tion- with the work of this institution 


which Dr. Janeway says that he has no- 
ticed what he calls Commissioner Drum- 
mond’s ‘lack of sympathy for scientific 
work.’’

Whether, following his‘ resignation. Mrs. 
Sage might not cause the laboratory of 
the institute to be taken away from the 
City Hospital and given to a more sym- 
pathetic institution. Dr. Janeway did not 
deny -that this was a possibility. He said 
that he had resigned from the hospital on 
his own initiative, but that his fellow- 
members on the board of the Russell 
Sage Institute knew of the step he was 
taking and of the alleged friction which 
has existed between him and Commission- 
er Drummond in connection with the work 
of the institute. 

Dr. Janeway in his statement gave a 
history of the Russell Sage Institute of 
Pathology in the City Hospital, in which 
he said: j 

“With Mr. Homer Folks as Commis- 
sioner of Pubtic Charities in 1902 began 
the real development of the department 
hospitals as philanthropic and scientific 
institutions, Vhen the gift by Mrs. Sage 
of $300,000 In June, .1907, 
the payment of salaries for laboratory 
workers, and the carrying on of patho- 
logical investigations, this development 
became more and more rapid. 

“Two years.ago Commissioner Hebberd, 
in order to perfect far-reaching plans for 
the development of the whole department 
and to *%ring all the hospitals to a uniform 
standard of efficiency, appointed a scien- 
tific advisory council made up of physi- 
gg surgeons, and scientists of distinc- 
tion.

A Check on Unsound Conditions, It Is 
Asserted—Speech at American 
Assoclation Dinner

BERLIN, Jan. 3.—A strong recom- 
mendation to America to establish a 
central bank on the lines of the Ger- 
man Reichsbank was made by the 
Fatherland’s leading banker, Arthur 
von Gwinner, Managing Director of 
the Deutsche Bank, at to-night’s an- 
nual dinner of the American Associa- 
tion of Commerce and Trade. 

Herr von Gwinner affirmed that 
America’s economic structure would re- 
main unstable so long as arrangements 
were not perfected for increasing the 
elasticity of the currency. This could 
only be brought about by the organiza- 
tion of a central bank of issue. He de- 
clared that the German Imperial Bank 
was the world’s latest and best model 
of such an institution. Its regulations 
provided for a self-contracting cur- 
rency system which proved an effect- 
ive check on unsound financial and in- 
dustrial expansion. 

America, the speaker said, could 
easily establish a similar bank. It 
would, moreover, command the great- 
est gold reserve in the world, amount- 
ing at the present moment to $900,- 
000,000. 


When, Herr von Gwinner said, the | 


United States possessed a central bank 
the phenomenon of Clearing House cer- 
tificates with which America was ac- 
customed periodically to edify the 
world would vanish. America would 
require in establishing a central bank 
so to shape its Constitution that its 
poliey could never be controlled or 
manipulated for politicaPinterest or for 
the interest of a special financial 
group. If the bank became the play- 
thing of special interests it would prove 
more fatal than the disease which it 
was created to destroy. 

Herr von Gwinner estimated the 
shrinkage of value in the New York 
market in the last panic at five billion 
dollars.

Parents of Larchmont Youths Spend 
Anxious Night—Searching Par- 


ties Scour Shores. 





Raymond Collins and William Roth- 
krantz, the two young schoolboys who 
Started out from Larchmont Manor in 
a rowboat Monday afternoon to go duck 
shooting, and who got lost in the fog 


home yesterday tired out and very, very! 
hungry, but otherwise unaffected by their! ¢irst. 


adventure. The 
picked up by the Assistant Keeper of 
Execution Light, which lies about four 
miles from Larchmont, and had passed 
most of the night in a comfortable bunk 
while searching parties scoured the Sound 
in tugs and launches all the way from 
Hell Gate to Greenwich Harbor. 

Yesterday afternoon the fog had lifted 
sufficiently to enable them to find their 
way back to shore again, and the boys 
lost no time in rowing back to Larchmont 
and assuring their anxious parents that 
they were safe and sound. After that 
they were called upon by a host of boy 
friends who were anxious to hear about 
all that had transpired during the twenty- 
four hours the two had been lost in the 
fog. 

Young Collins, who fs the son of Jus- 
tice of the Peace Patrick H. Collins of 
Larchmont Manor, told the story freely 
enough. 

“We didn’t get any ducks,” he /said, 
“but we did get lots 
enough to last us a long while. You can 
bet that we would never have set out fn 
that dinky little boat with nothing to 


‘|; eat and without heavy clothes if we had 


expected the fog to be so thick. A little 
fog is all right, for it brings the ducks 
in closer to land, and gives the hunter a 
chance to get within. good range, but last 
night’s fog was too much of a good thing. 
“We set out at about 8 o’clock in the 
afternoon, when there was nothing more 
than a heavy mist over the water. We 
put on our sweaters and coats and took 
just a few shells because we did not 
expect to be gone long. I did the rowing, 
and headed for Hen and Chickens Reef. 
The Larchmont Club was holding a clay 
pigeon shoot, and we thought we'd be 
able to steer by the sound of the guns. 
“But after a while the shooting stopped 
and the fog rolled up so thick that you 
could cut it with a knife. That did not 
bother us much at first, because I know 
the harbor pretty well. and we were not

far out from the shore. When we were 
near Hen and Chickens Reef I thought I 


heard a flock of ducks and rowed in 
what I thought was their direction. Some- 
how or other I got turned around after 
that and lost my sense of direction. I 
thought we were still in Larchmont Har- 
bor, but we weren’t. 

““ By and by we ran into a strange stake, 
and then we realized that we were off 
our course. I stopped rowing and we both 
listened, but there wasn’t a sound ex- 
cept some faint whistles and a fog horn 
way off. Bill yelled in hopes that some 
one would hear him, but nobody an- 
swered. After a while the fog horns died 
away, and then we didn’t hear anything 
at all except our own voices and the 
sound of the waves against the boat. 

‘““It got mighty lonely after that. We 
yelled ourselves hoarse and listened until 
Our eardrums almost burst. Then we just 
drifted about and took turns rowing in 
order to keep warm. It got very dark 
and cold, and the fog grew so thick that 
when I was rowing I could hardly see 
Bill sitting in the stern of the boat. 
Neither one of us had a watch, so we 
couldn’t tell how late it was. We didn’t 
want to row very hard because we were 
afraid that we might drift way out into 
the Sound and then we would stand no 
chance at all, yey 
“The wind freshened and we kept get- 
ting colder, I guess we were pretty well 
seared, too. Luckily the sea was smooth: 
if it had roughened up much we would 
have been swamped. Well, after we had 
| been rowing for about six hours we were 
| chilled through and just about tired out. 
Bill wanted to lie down and give up the 
fight, but I said to try one more yell 
We both yelled and I tell you we 
We listened a 
'minute and yelled again. Just as we 
were about to give up we heard a man’s 
voice way off. We answered and began 
rowing in the direction from which it 
came. In about ten minutes we came 
to the lighthouse. 

“The assistant lighthouse’ keeper, 
George Dodge, helped us out and up into 
the lighthouse. We were so numbed that 
we couldn’t help ourselves much. He told 
us that he had been on duty thirty-six 
hours, and that a valve in the fog horn 
was broken, which was the reason we 
hadn’t heard it, It was 10 o’clock when 
we got to the lighthouse. That meant 
that we had.been on the water seven 
hours, 

“There wasn’t much to eat, but we 
dried our clothes and found a bunk to 
sleep in. The only thing that troubled 
us was the fact that we couldn’t let our 
foiks know that we were all right. We 
knew they were worrying and that made 
us worry too. 

‘“* About 8 o’clock this morning we woke 
up. but the fog was still so thick that we 
didn’t dare start home. After it cleared 
a bit, though, we set out. We just kept 
rowing east and knew that by and by 
we'd strike the harbor. On the way we 
passed the Mary FE. Gordon. She was 
blowing her fog horn, and we thought 
she was searching for us. The swells 
from the liner almost swamped us, and 
we had to bail like sixty to keep afloat. 
That was the only time we were really 
badly scared.’’

One Ferryboat Two Hours on Brook- 
lyn-Manhattan Trip—Delayed Immi- 
grants Brought from Ellis Island. 





. The dense blanket of fog that enveloped 
the Atlantic seaboard on Monday, and 
which was so thick off Sandy Hook that 
a dozen ocean liners had to anchor to 
wait the clearing of the atmosphere, lift- 
ed:just enough vesterday to permit the 
fog-bound fleet of vessels to feel their 
way into the Narrows anc up the bay to 
their piers in the North River. Some of 


the ships had been outside Sandy Hook 
for more than a day, and early yester- 
day morning, when the passengers went 
on deck in hope of getting a peep at a 
clear sky they found the fog as thick as 
ever. The indications then were for ane 
other tiresome day off the Hook, 

A little before noon, however. there 
came a welcome thinning of the mist, and 
the liners, quick to take advantage of the 
change, got under way and entered the 
harbor. The big Atlantic Transport liner 
Minnewaska, from London, was one of 
the first to come in, and she was fol- 
lowed by the Royal Mail liner 
from Southampton via the West Indies, 
and the. Bermudian, from Bermuda. All 
three had large numbers of passengers 
on board, and with the exception of the 
Oruba had been imprisoned outside the 
Hook for over twenty-four hours.

It mav 
be put forth in aid of what is sanctioned 
by usage or held by the prevailing moral- 
ity ar strong and preponderating opinion 
to be greatly and immediately necessary 
to the public welfare. Among matters of 
that sort, probably few would doubt that 
both usage and preponderant opinion give 
their sanction to enforce the primary 
considerations of successful commerce. 

* One of these conditions at the present 
time is the possibility of payment by 
checks drawn against bank deposits, to 
such an extent do checks replace currency 
in daily business. If the Legislature of 
the State thinks that the public welfare 
requires the more modern condition, anal- 
ogy and principle are in favor of the

(MRS. STETSON DENIES 
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A Programme of French Music, with 
Enesco’s Suite—Mr. Clement Soloist. 


At its concert last evening the Philhar- 
monic Society gave what wus called an 
“ All-French Programme,” but the de- 
scription was invalidated by the very first 
number, a suite by Georges Enesco, a 
young Roumanian composer, who is 
French only so far as his training goes. 
He was born in Roumania in 1881, and 
was educated at the Conservatoire in 
Paris. For orchestra.there were, besides 
Debussy’s ‘“‘Iberia,’’ the suite arranged 
from Bizet’s music to “ lVArtésienne,”’ 
with a choral number from the same 
composition, and Chabrier’s rhapsody, 
“‘Espafia.”” The MacDowell chorus sang 
Chabrier’s *“‘Ode to Music,” with tenor 
solo, and Mr. Edmond Clément, who sang 


this solo, also sang excerpts from Lalo’s 
opera, “‘Le Roi d@’Ys,’’ and Massenet’s 
opera, “‘Le Mage’ and ‘** Manon.” 

If there was any quarrel! with the inclu- 
sion of Mr. Enesco’s name in this com- 
pany, it was made of the less importance 
by the fact that his suite, which was 

layed for the first time here, is of real 
reshness and originality. His music is 
new to New York, except for a sonata for 
piano and violin that Mr. and Mrs. David 
Mannes played a few weeks ago at one otf 
their recitals.

Ss more concerned with the development 
of his own ideas than with the necessity 
of being ‘‘ modern.”’ or of exploiting any 
modern formulas.

A slow intermezzo follows, a movement 
of singular charm and originality, in 
which there are some fleeting sugges- 
tions, if nothing more, of Gregorian tones. 
lie has written here with truly poetic 
feeling, freely in melodic outline, and 
with a harmony that has boldness and 
originality. The finale is brilliant and 
dashing, with something barbaric in its 
character. Mr. Enesco’s crchestration is 
skilltul; it has the skill o. one who knows 
how by its means to enhance and rein- 
force the essential qualities of his mu- 
sical ideas. This is particui:arly true of 
intermezzo, in which there is some 
beautiful and unfamiliar color. The suite 
discloses a truly original and individual 
talent, even though it is neither very 
broad nor very deep in its inspiration. 
And its originality is set forth without 
affectation or mannerism. 

Dewvussy’s ‘‘ Iberia"? belongs to the set 
of three ‘‘ Images pour Orchestre,” his 
latest work, of which both Mr. Mahlec 
and Mr. Damrosch have this season pre- 
viously played the third, entitled ‘‘ Ron- 
des de Printemps.” ‘ Iberia,” as its title 


pSuggsests, again brings out that predilec- 


tion for the Spanish atmosphere and color 
that has appeared in a number of De- 
bussy’s previous compositions. It is itself 
in three movements: ‘‘In the Streets and 
by the Wayside,’’ ‘*The Perfumes of 
Night,’’ ‘The Morning of a Féte Day.’”’ 
They all show an even greater preoccupa- 
tion with pure mood and atmosphere, a 
more deliberate throwing over of forrn 
and outline than any of the Debussy 
works that have been made known here. 

In the first movement there are fleet- 
ing suggestions of Spanish guitars, of 
Spanish trance rhythms, but only, as it 
were, in the vaguest allusion. There is 
the clangor, softened by distance, of a 
street procession. There is something sim- 
liar in the last movement, more accent- 
uated and higher in color. There is a 
certain tantalizing and elusive charm at 
moments in both these movements; un- 
fortunately they are only moments, and 
the composer too often falls into empty 
palitering with. his listeners, 

There is scarcely more than this in 
- The Perfumes of the Night.’’ There is 
nothing languorous or seductive here, ex- 
cept for one brief passage of rich har- 
mony for the ‘cellos and violas, which 
counts more by the effect of contrast 
than for what it really is; its contrast is 
with a broken series of instrumental ef- 
fects, now acrid, now shrill, which. if 
they are to be translated at all into olfac- 
tory suggestions, do not call up the idea 
of perfumes, but rather the reverse. 

Bizet wrote,nothing more masterly than 
his music to accompany Dsudet’s play of 
“l’Arlésienne ’’; and the suites that were 
afterward made of it are delightful of 
themselves, apart from the scenes to 
which they belong. Mr. Mahler gave only 
one of the three choral numbers to which 
the programme referred—the dance song 
to a “la, la, la,’’ that is famillar from its 
use as an instrumental number in the 
ballet of *‘Carmen."’ The chorus of wo- 
men's voices was, however, put to nobie 
and beautiful use in Chabrier’s ‘' Ode to 
Music ’’—music of rarely poetical quality; 
music that elevates and transfigures the 
verses to which it .is set. Here is the ut- 
terance of a real master—one who is, un- 
fortunately, known here by scarcely more 
than his resonant and glowing ‘‘ Espafia,’’ 
which followed it on the programme, and 
which discloses his powers in orchestra- 
ticn, but gives little hint of his own truly 
impassioned and voluptuous eloquence. 

Mr. Clément sang with exquisite and 
delightful art, with finish of style and 
phrasing, with admirable clearness and 
polish of diction. His style is not large, 
and there was in it sometimes a lack of 
manliness and vigor to which his free use 
of head tones contributed. But his sine- 
ing gave great pleasure, and he was 
recalled many times after his operatic 
excerpts. 

The playing of the orchestra was re- 
markably fine, finished, and brilliant in 
Emesco’s suite, and Mr. Mahler seemed 
felicitous tn his plaving of Debussy’s 
composition—more so than in Bizet’s mu- 
sic to ‘‘ l’Arlésienne.”

KILLED IN STREETS 
OF THE CITY IN 1910 


Death Toll of Vehicular Traffic 
Was 376, While 930 Per- 


sons Were Injured. 








MORE THAN HALF CHILDREN! 





Highways Protective Association Gives 
Statistics and Makes Plans to 
Safeguard the Public. 





Three hundred and seventy-six persons 
were killed by vehicular traffic in this 
city in 1910, according to a statistical 
table given out yesterday by Col. Edward 
S. Cornell, Secretary of tke National 
Highways Protective Association. One 
hundred and four of these were killed by 
automobiles, 114 were killed either by- or 
in trolleys, and 158 persons were killed 
b~ horse-drawn vehicles. 

Col. Cornell, in giving out these sta-} 
tistics, called attentiotn to the great num- 
ber of deaths by horse-drawn vehicles. 
He said that carelessly driven wagons 
were becoming as great a menace as 
carelessly driven autos. 

“There is considerable drinking among 
wagon drivers; there is a law fining auto- 
mobile chauffeurs $25 for being drunk 
while driving, but there is no similar law 
punishing wagon drivers for the same 
offense,’’ Col. Cornell said. 

More than half of the persons killed by 
all sorts of vehicles were children under 
14 years of age. Forty-nine children were 
killed by automobiles, fifty-seven by trol- 
leys, and ninety were killed by wagons. 

“Only 40 per cent. of these children 
were killed by their own fault—by run- 
ning under the horses’ hoofs or into the 
bumpers or dashboards of the trolleys or 
automobiles,’’ Col. Cornell added. ‘“ They 
are not necessarily killed by fast-moving 
vehicles. One 18-month-old child, for ex- 
ample,was killed by one of the slow-jog- 
ging Belt Line horse cars. He had been 
holding to his mother’s skirts while she 
talked to a neighbor, and toddled out 
into the street without her knowing it. 
The driver was exonerated. 

**Something will have to be done here 
soon to force tenement mothers to keep 
their children off the streets and on the 
sidewalks. We are at work on a plan 
which, we hope, we can carry out, with 
the co-operation of the public school au- 


thorities and other municipal bodies. I 
recently wrote to the London Chief of 
Folice to see what they did there about 
it. I received in reply an interesting 
black-bordered letter from Acting Chief 
Clerk Underwood of New Scotland Yard, 
stating that London has as yet made no 
special laws to keep children from play- 
ing in the streets and that it was an of- 
fense in London to ride on vehicles with- 
out the drivers’ permission.”’ 

This city’s German tenement mothers 
are much more careful about keeping 
their children off the streets than the 
mothers of other nationalities, according 
to Col, Cornell. 

The old-fashioned hand brakes which 
are used on Brooklyn troltey cars as con- 
trasted with the air brakes on the more 
modern cars used in this borough has 
caused the death of many children in 
Brooklyn in the last year. Thirty-three 
wére killed by trolley cars in Brooklyn last 
vear, while only twive were killed in 
Manhattan and nine in the Bronx. This 
shows that the up-to-date pay-as-you- 
enter cars which the steel railway compa- 
nies are installing in Manhattan not only 
save nickels for them, Dut lives for. the 
city, according to Col. -Cornell. 

To show the menace of the careless 
driving of wagons in the congested dis- 
tritts of Manhattan, Col. Cornel] called at- 
tention to the fact that fifty-three chil- 
dren were killed by delivery wagons last 
year in this borough, while only twenty- 
six were killed in Brooklyn and nine in 
the Bronx. 

One of the most startling facts which 
the Highways Protective Association has 
discovered in its search for statistics is 
thatthe deaths from vehicular-traffiec in 
this city seem to be increasing faster than 
the population. In 1900, for example, 
there were Only thirteen deaths from ve- 
hicular traffic in the Bronx, while last 
year there were thirty-four. This shows, 
according to Col. Cornell, that while the 
population of the Bronx has increased 114+ 
per cent., the deaths from vehicular traf- 
fic have increased 300 per cent. The auto- 
mobile, which wasn’t used muth in 1900, 
was .responsible for one-third of the 
deaths in the Bronx last year. 

Nine hundred and thirty persons were 
injured by vehicular traffic in 1910 in 
this city, according to the Highways As- 
sociation. Automobiles injured 607, trol- 
ley cars 218, and wagons 105. 

According to statistics which Col, Cor- 
nell has obtained from the Automobile di- 
rectories there are about 500,000 licensed 
automobiles in use in the United States. 
These figures have been obtainéd from 
the Secretaries of State of thirty-seven 
of the States,

Caught by Policeman After Chase on 
a Trolley Car. 








Home-going crowds along East 138th 
Street yesterday evening saw & spectacu- 
lar runaway in which two persons were 
knocked down by a team of galloping 
horses attached to a heavy express 
wagon.

The men went 
through the entire train, stopping at 
every berth and making a deliberate 
search. 

The robbers did not attempt to enter 
the express car, but devoted their atten- 
tion to the Pullmans, where they made 
a rich haul among the California-bound 
passengers, holding the train for more 
than an hour.

There is great bitterness in the regula- 
tion of prices and profits by rules more 
appropriate to guiding conduct: than 
fixing standards of business efficiency. 
It is a singular fact that the railways 
were steadily reducing their rates unfil 
the politicians and lawmakers took a 
hand in the game. They may succeed 
in an abnormal reduction of rates. 
{ Nothing can be more certain than that 
if they succeed they will reduce the 
supply of transportation. Prosperity 
and transportation are almost inter- 
changeable terms.

He can then tell 
his story to a writer for the Cosmopolitan 
Magazine, blackening with false testi- 
mony some of the finest commands in the 
army, under which it is proved he never 
served, and have his tale of harsh and 
brutal treatment accepted and published 
by that magazine as typical of cases 
within the past twelve years of 50,000 
other deserters. Such, in. brief, is the 
status of Mr. WatTeR B, Ropaurs of 
Chelsea, Mass., as set forth this week in 
THH Times's account of the army investi- 
gation that revealed the deserter’s iden- 
tity and the true facts. 

Before vouching for such a tale as he 
told, a responsible publication should have 
taken pains to verify the story told by such 
aman in-every detail. Instead, as BAILEY 
MILLARD stated in his letter which we 
printed yesterday, it was content with 
the man’s affidavit, It could have learned 
that Ropaeers had never seen Fort Slo- 
cum, whither he said that he had been 
sent upon enlistment with ‘'a dozen other 
‘rookies,’ ’’ ‘‘ mugged,”’ and ‘‘ finger print- 
ed’’ as for the Rogues’ Gallery, cursed, 
ill-treated, and set to be the “ scavenger ”’ 
of the regiment instead of a soldier, and, 
made to work in a loathsome, insanitary 
kitchen. The magazine editors could have 
learned, too, that RODGERS was never 
stationed at the great post of Fort Riley, 
Kan., where, he says, he fared ‘ about 
the same as I fared before.’’ They could 
have found that Fort Riley is officered 
chiefly by West Pointers and that, as at 
Fort Slocum, its barracks, reading rooms,

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LIFTING AN ARMY. 





Tests the Enthusiastic Statement of 
Lieut. Boller. 


To the Hditor of The New York Times: 
. Your issue of Dec, 309 reports that Lieut. 
Boller, U. s, A., commenting on Mr. Hoxsey’s 
flight over Mouht Wilson, Says: 

A thousand biplanes could transport an 


army of 10,000 men across mountains as 
high as the Alps in a day. 


If he is reported correctly, sueh vague and 
useless statements deserve criticism. 

Such a demonstration .as Hoxsey’s proves 
nothing as to the utility of the aeroplane in 
war, aS it was made under ideal conditions, 
which do not exist with an army in the field. 
Hoxsey had at hand all the machinery and 
apparatus to make the most perfect replace- 
ments and repairs. The biplane had not been 
jarred and knocked about by being transported 
over rough roads. Its machinery had not been 
damaged by exposure to the weather. In other 
words, the surroundings were such that every- 
thing was at its highest pitch. 

That provided the aeroplane was a reliable 
machine, such a movement of ‘an army of 
10,000 men *’ would only be made in war either 
to reinforce another army or to make an attack 
in flank and rear. In the former case, the 
dumping down on another army of 20,000 In- 
fantry, without their transportation and with 
only the few days’ rations carried in the hav- 
ersack and the small supply of ammunition 
they could carry on their persons, would be 
suicidal, Armies can carry with them only 
transportation, ammunition, and supplies suf- 
ficient for their own needs. It would therefore 
be absolutely impossible for them, on & few 
days’ or hours’ notice, to care for this extra 
10,000. 

In the case of a flank and rear attack, sur- 
prise is essential to the success of the move- 
ment, therefore concealment is necessary. The 
transportation of the 10,000 would have to be 
carried on by night, if they were to be dumped 
near the enemy. The ascent; guiding, and de- 
scent. in the dark, without lights. or guiding 
lights, make such a movement, -under ‘these 
conditions, an ‘impossibility.’ -If this dumping 
process {s done sufficiently far from the enemy 
the movement could be carried on by day, and 
after it has been completed we would have 
‘“‘an army of 10,000 men” with only the 
small supply of rations and ammunition they 
could carry on their backs, who on this ac- 
count would be unable to move against the 
enemy. If the aéroplanes are used: for the 
next two days to transport supplies, &o., the 
army would be no better off, for it would have 
no horses or transportation to move the sup- 
plies. It would have no cavalry, and it would 
therefore be like a near-sighted man without 
his glasses. It would have no artillery, and 
if it was attacked by a force that had, it 
would be slaughtered at long range, without 
a chance of-replylng. -There.are- other techni- 
cal reasons that space does not allow: me to 
discuss, that place such a movement under 
the heading of ‘' Foo] Strategy ’’ if the aero- 
plane had been proved capable of carrying out 
such a@ movement. 

The fighting value of this ‘tarmy of 10,000 
mer ’’ would be equivalent to a battleship 
planted in Times Square if the Japanese were 
attacking San Francisco. 

If the aeroplane was reliable, and as tt could 
not carry on this movement at night, all of the 
10,000 could not be transported until 3:20 P. M. 
of the third day, as shown thus:

It is true that I once declined the sug- 
gestion of a committee formed expressly 
with the object of extending woman suf- 
frage, that Miss Addams should be sent 
to us as their representative, but I based 
my declination on a general principle, and 
not on a narticular issue. Moreoyer, and 
this marks the falseness of the gossip l 
refer to, I wrote Miss Addams at once 
and invited her to speak to us on any 
subject she might choose, In common 
with all who know her, I have for her a 
high respect and admiration, and she 
knows she is secure of a welcome to Vas- 
sar. But no organization or committee 
invites our speakers or determines their 
subjects or the time of thelr coming. 

I nave no. thought of entéring the con- 
troversy going on in your columns, but I 
protest against a misstatement of the 
facts.

ONLY PLACE TO DOCK THEM 





South Brooklyn Channel Too Shallow, 
Says Marine Company Official, and 
Montauk ;Point Impracticable.

It was announced yesterday by P. A. 8. 
Franklin, Vice President of the Inter- 
national Mercantile Marine Navigation 
Company, that the New York Harbor 
Line Board will give a public hearing in 
Room 809 of the Army Building, 89 
Whitehall Street, at 10 A. M. on Wednes- 
day, Jan. to consider the application 
made by his company for the extension of 
two of its plers by about 100 feet. This 
application, which was made by Mr. 
Franklin to Secretary of War Dickinson 
and referred by him to the Harbor Line 
Board, reopens-the adverse action of the 
War Department previously taken with 
reference to advancing the United States 
pierhead lines in the locality in question. 

The International Mercantile Marine 
Navigation Company says that there ts 
now no berth in the waters of New York 
Harbor or its ‘mmediate vicinity spacious 
enough tO accommodate the new White 
Star liner Olympic, which is due to arrive 
in this port on‘\June 21, and’ asks that 
some provision for the safe docking of 
this big vessel should be made at once. 

In an interview with a Times reporter 
yesterday at his office, 9 Bowling Green, 
Mr. Franklin pointeé out. that the sug- 
gestions to dock the new White Star liners 
at Montauk Point or South Brooklyn were 
impracticable, because neither place was 
capable of receiving such immense vessels. 
To make a proper harbor at Montauk 
would. require. years, he sald, and there 
is only 30 feet of water in the channel at 
South Brooklyn. 

“What we are asking the United States 
Government to do,” Mr. Franklin went 
on to say, ‘‘is to permit the city authori- 
ties to extend two of the Chelsea piers 
we have leased for a term of years, by 
about 100 feet out into the river. At the 
present time the.navigable space in the 
North River at that point ts 2,750 feet, 
and the proposed extension, if made, 
would still leave 2,650 feet which would 


be ample in yiew of the fact that salling 
craft have practically disappeared from 
the Hudson River and the Twenty-third 
Street ferries .are being discontinued ow- 


ing to the opening of the Hiudson River 
tunnels.’ 


No Effect on the Tides. 


‘Would this extension affect the tides?” 
he was asked. 

“Not at all, as our ides is to have a 
wooden pile extension composed of three 
or four tiers of piles, so that the water 
could flow freely underneath without in-. 
terfering with -the river currents in any 
way.” : 

“How long would 
struct? ’”’ 

“Apout three months, so that there is 
ample time to have the plers ready for 
the arrival of the Olympic In June. At 
present we are up against a serious prob- 
lem which must be fdced,; and that !s, 
are the White Star big ships to be docked 
in New York or must we seek facilities 
given to shipping in other ports like Bos- 
ton and Philadélphia, where the rallroad 
tracks run right down alongside the ships 
to tako off passengers with their baggage 
as well as freight? — 

“The question of lengthening these pliers 
is, we believé, vitally important to the 
merchants and other business interests 
of New York, and also to her future posi- 
tion In the trade and commerce of the 
world, because if she is to admit to the 
commercial world that she cannot offer 
proper terminal facilities to the largest 
steamers, and thereby keep abreast of the 
development in shipping, it will certainly 
be a serlous step backward for her bus!- 
ness interests, that, have always enjoyed 
the reputation of being first. and foremost 
in everything. 

“If these two ships, the Olympic and 
Titanic, are not docked in New York it 
means that the merchants, hotels, thea- 


tres, cab proprietors, and various other 
business people in this city will lose the 
revenue they would gain from the land- 
ing of 1,500 cabin passengers every two 
weeks. There is the trade that would 
ensue from the-arrival by rail in New 
York from all parts of the country of the 
cabin passengers who were going to sall 
for Europe by these two liners. 


City Officials Favor It. 


‘‘IT have written to Mayor Gaynor and 
also to Dock Commissioner. Tomkins on 
the subject of the plier extension, and they 
have replied to the effect that they are 
heartily in favor of the proposed altera- 
tion and agree with me that it would be 
a great pity if the Olympic and Titanic 
had to dock elsewhere.” 

Mr. Franklin went on to say that the 
War Department had hitherto refused to 
accede to the requests for the necessary 
pier extension which had been made at 
intervals in the last two years, but their 
turning the matter over to the New York 
Harbor Line Board for consideration and 


the calling of the public hearing on Jan. 

25 to discuss the question had aroused 
hopes in his company that the Olymple 
would dock at‘her pier in New York after 
all. He said that if the alteration could 
be made in the night by the stroke of a 
magic wand it would never be noticed in 
the morning, as there would be so little 
pe rceptible difference in the river, 

If the liners were docked at any of the 
White Star Chelsea piers without the exe 
tension.-being added, their st¢rns would 
project sixtv-four feet beyond the longest 
piers and therefore would beconte liable 
to damage from other vessels, and w 
have no drydock on this side of the Al. 
lantic. where they could be taken for tfe- 
pairs.

The Government has expended an fne 
mense amornt of money in dredging the 
Ambrose Channel to a cepth of foriy feet. 
The object of increasing the denth of the 
channel was to permit the entry into the 
Port of New York of the very Iargest 
steamers porsible, as, of course, {t must 
have been expected that shipbuilders and 
owners would have to increase the length of 
new vessels to conform to increased draught.

who would have 
84 years old next month, for many 
years Treasurer of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, and one of the most prominent 
workers for temperance in the country, 
died suddenly yesterday efternoon in the 
Hotel Latham, in Fasc Twentv-ceizhth 
Street, to which he was taken after he 
had fallen ill on a downtown Subway 
train. He leaves a widow and two chil- 
dren—Allen Wardwell of 157 East Thirty- 
and Mrs. Frank H. Jones 
of Mortclair, N. J. 

Mr. Wardwell was now and then subject 
to attacks indicating a weak heart. These, 
however, did not cause him any great deal 
of uneasiness. Yesterday afternoon he 
was on the way down town in the Sub- 
way. At the Grand Central Station he 
noticed that he was growing faint, and 
fearing a severe attack he left the Sub- 
way at the Fourteenth Street Station. ¢ 

Stepping into a store, he called up a 
friend, who has an office in the neighbor- 
hood, waited for him in the store, and 
then, uccompanied by him, started home 
in a cab. At Madison Square he felt so 
faint that he decided to get medical at- 
tention at once. They got out of the 
cab and asked at the nearest house where 
a doctor could be found, and were directed 
to the Hotel Latham. Mr. Wardwell was 
taken in there. He died within fifteen 
minutes of heart disease. His son, Allen, 
was telephoned for, arriving soon after 
he died. 

Mr. Wardwell 
1827, in Bristol, R. I., the son of a me- 
chanic. When he wes 9 years old his 
father moved to a farm in Michigan, and 
four years later the boy was sent to 
become a clerk in the office of his uncle, 
Samuel W. Hawes, who was engaged in 
the oil business in Buffalo, N. Y. When 
he became of age he went into the oil 
business on his own hook. 

When the big wells were struck in the 
Middle West Mr. Wardwell went in for 
big business. He built a refinery in Buf- 
falo, and lates came to New York. He 
erected one of the first stills on Hunter's 
Point. In 1875 he and his business were 
taken in by the all-absorbing Standard 
Oil Company. He became the Treasurer 
of the Devoe Manufacturing Company, 4 
subsidiary of the Standard, and after that 
he was made Treasurer of the Standard, 
a position whica he held for many years 
up to about ten years ago, when he re- 
tired from active business. At the time 
of his death he held only one position of 
even a sé! ni-business nature, a Trustee- 
ship in the Greenwich Savings Bank. 

Mr. Ward well was married twice, first 
to Eliza W. Lanterman, in 1852, at Buf- 
falo, and to Martha W. Ruff, in 1889, in

eighties Mr. Wardwell 
was a stanch Democrat. Then he became 
a Prohibitionist. devoting much ‘energy 
and money to the advance of the cause. 

'n 1886 he was candidate for the Mavyor- 
rltvy of New York City on the Prohibition 
ticket, and for Gov sence of the State on 
the same ticket in 1‘ 

He belonged to Mans. every prominent 
temperance or prohibition organization in 
the country. Ee was for years a Di- 
rector of the National Temperance So- 
ciety, was Treasurer of the American 
Temperance Union, and Secretary of the 

National Prohibtion Committee. For years 
he was one of the chief financial backers 
of The True Reform and other papers 
devoted to the cause of temperance. 

Outside of the cause of temperance, Mr. 
Wardwell had many interests of a public- 
serving nature He was the chief finan- 
cial backer of the Red Crogs Hospital, of 
which he was President at the time of his 
death. He was deeply interested in the 
Water Street Mission, to which he con- 
tributed largely. His city home was at 21 
West Fifty-eighth Street.

Frederic Bonner, youngest son of the 
late Robert Bonner, died yesterday morn- 
ing at 10 o’clock at his apartments at 37 
Fifth Avenue, after an illness of only a 
few days. He was stricken with a severe 
cold last Friday and pn2umonia devel- 
oped. 

Mr. Bonner was born in this city on 
April 5, 1856.

UNION REPLIF!S TO GAYNOR. 








Whereat the Mayor Again Declares 
for One Subway with a 5-Cent Fare. 


The Central Labor Union of Brooklyn 
gave out yesterday another chapter of its 
correspondence with Mayor Gaynor on the 
subway question. The Union in so doing 
issued a statement to newspapers In which 
it remarked that past experience had 
taught it that the labor union move- 
ment in Brooklyn had been too often com- 
promised ‘‘by persons with objects to 
attain,’’ and so made the correspondence 
public to avoid all misunderstanding. The 
Central Union, further, to make its posi- 
tion clear, had referred its course in the 


matter to all the untons of which it is 
composed, for their discussion. 

The episode with the Mayor began when 
Otto Nicols, Corresponding Secretary of 
the Central Labor Union of Brooklyn, 
wrote the Mayor on Dec. 8 advocating an 
independent subway. To him Mayor Gay- 
nor replied in part: 

You do not know what you are talking 
about. You haven't the slightest concep- 
tion, as far as I can see from your letter, 
of the subway situation. Your statement 
that I ever pledged myself to any route, 
independent or otherwise, is false to your 
own knowledge. 

The Mayor added that his letter was not 
for publication and that no labor union 
had authorized Nicols to write such a 
letter. He closed by saying ‘‘ You are 
evidently a humbug.” _ 

The Mayor's letter was nevertheless 
made public, and on Dec. 19 Maurice De 
Young, President ®f the Central Labor 
Union, after that body had discussed the 
question at its weekly meeting, wrote a 
letter to the Mayor which was made pub- 
lic yesterday. It absolves Mr. Nicols from 
any personal responsibility for writing or 
making public the previous letter to the 
Mayor which, it was pointed out, was ap- 
proved by unanimous vote of the Union, 
and was transmitted and signed by Mr. 
Nicols as Corresponding Secretary. The 
Union’s letter continues: 

The Central Labor Union is a chartered 
central labor:body of Brooklyn, composed 


of delegates from all of the American Fed- « 


eration of Labor Unions of Brooklyn, em- 
bracing in its affiliation some 80,000 or- 
ganized workers of this borough. It is in- 
terested in all questions affecting this body 
of citizens, as well as questions affecting 
this community as a whole. It, therefore, 
must continue to hold and express its views 
on the transportation problem. For twenty- 
five years this body has believed in and 
advocated municipal ownership and opera- 
tion of transportation lines, and much of 
that time we have regarded your Honor as 
an able exponent of our position. No suffi- 
cient argument has yet been Offered to 
change our position. 

The following day this reply was sent 

to Mr. De Young by Mayor Gaynor: 
OFFICE OF THE MAYOR. 
Dec. 20, 1910, 

Dear Sir: Your letter of Dec. 19 is at 
hand. If you or your organization wish to 
discuss the cuestion of subways, I shall 
always be most happy to receive you, or to 
receive letters from you, but permit me 
to say that I know without consulting you 
that the workingmen of this city do not 
wish to be compelled to pay two fares to go 
about the city. It might be well for you 
to remember, also, that this matter of sub- 
ways is a thing that I have studied for 
many years, and it is possible that I know 
something about it. It might be well, also, 
to remember that I sat sixteen years on the 
Supreme Court bench as a Judge and had 
such matters to deal with, and that I am 
te some extent prepared to deal with them, 
These things might well have prevented you 
from addressing me in the insulting tone 
of your former letter, attributing to me 
things I never uttered and do not stand 
for. 

I hope I shall never live to see inde- 
pendent lines of railways in this great city, 
necessitating the payment of two fares. 
All the subways that can be built under the 
statute are owned by the city’s money or 
with private capital, just the same, a thing 
which some of you people do not seem to 
have any conception of. That being so, I 
Go not konw why each subway should be 
rigged up as a separate system, so that it 
will be necessary to pay a new fare to 
transfer from one to the other. Are yon 
able to give me a single reason for auch a 
thing? If you are, I shall be very glad 
to hear from you, or shall be very glad to 
have a delegation of your people call here 
to convince me on that head. I am open 
to conviction; but it would take a great 
deal to eonvince me that the working- 
men of this city want to pay two fares 
instead of one, 

This letter is not for publication, either. 
Might I also suggest that if you write to 
the Mayor again that you do not sign your 
name by a rubber atamp. Of course I can- 
not be certain that some one else has not 
used the rubber stamp. I can hardly be- 
lieve that the President of a labor union 
would so far forget himself as to sign a 
letter to the Mayor with a rubber stamp,

Fourth—With a unique show of generosity 
the Interborough Company offers to give 
the city the right to take over the exten- 
sions at any time after ten years from the 
time that any portion thereof may be put 
into operation upon paying to the Inter- 
borough Company (a) the amount of its in- 
vestment in construction over and beyond 
the $53,000,000 supplied by the city, plus 
15 per centum, which sum shall detrease as 
the term continues, so that at the end of 
the full term of the contract under which 
the said extensions may be built as extras 
no amount will be required to be paid by 
the city, and (b) the then reasonable value 
of the equipment. In other words, the 
company wants, in addition to the right of 
earning a tremendous dividend, that it 
shall be paid a bonus by the oity of 15 
per centum upon $75,000,000 of capital, 
assuming that they invest this amount ag 
suggested, 

Witth—The Interborough Company also af- 

fects generosity in offering to reduce the 

operating tterm to forty-nine years fnqm the 
time that the extensions be competed and in 
operation. It should be noted that it will 
probably be five years at least before these 
extensions are completed, and that the 
franchise for operating Contract 1 would 
expire with the twenty-five-year renewal 
in 1978, while the franchise for Contract 2, 
which covers the Subway from City Hall 
to Atlantio Avenue, Brooklyn, would expire 
in 1968, so that in the one case the Inter- 
borough takes care that it shall Jose only 
fifteen years, and in the second case only 
four eye 4 operation when the bonus pay- 
able by the city would be, if it should at- 
tempt to buy back the franchise, very small. 

Sixth—-The terms agreed to by the city 
for the franchise of fifty years and the 
right of renewal for twenty-five years and 
the revaluation of Contract I and for Con- 
tract 2 a period of thirty-frve years, with 
the right of renewal of twenty-five years 
more upon the revaluation, is thoroughly 
unjust and the present one equally unjust. 
Mr. Marsh closes by saying that unfor- 

tunate as is the present transit situation, 
‘“‘it is not so desperate that the city ad- 
ministration is justified in selling out the 
city again.” 

Controller Prenderg also received a 
letter yesterday from Errol DB, Hart, a 
member of the South Side Board of Trade 
of Brooklyn, which the Mayor, in rope as 
to a letter protesting against the Inter- 
borough plan, told to “‘shut up.” Mr. 
Hart professes to see a joker or two in 
the Interborough’s proposal and tells the

present shape.”’ 


WIFE DYING, KILLED HIMSELF. 


Telegrams from Bellevue Summoning 
Knoedier to Her Never Delivered. 


“What a New Year's! ”’ exclaimed Ja- 
cob Knoedler yesterday to Mrs. Mary 
Manning, housekeeper of the flathouse 


where he lived, 846 East PForty-elghth 
Street. ‘‘ Here I am, an old man, alone 
and sorrowful. And my poor wife she is 
sick in Bellevue. Himmel! ” 

Mrs. Manning tried to cheer up the old 
man, who had neglected his work as a 
baker since his wife was removed to 
Bellevue on Christmas Eve. He left her, 
returning to his apartment, up stairs. 
Then Knoedler sat down at a little table 
in his wife’s bedroom and wrote: 

Dear Catherine: Forgive me, wife, My 
life has no value. Good-bye. I go to the 
other world. It must be surely better than 


this. 
Yours through all eternity. JACOB. 


At 8 o’clock on Monday night a telegram 
errived for the old man. It was from the 
authorities at Bellevue Hospital, saying 
his wife was dying and wanted to say 
good-bye to him. Mrs. Manning tried to 
get into old man’s rooms, but found the 
door locked. A little after 10 o’clock a 
second telegram arrived. This, too, was 
from Bellevue, saying that his wife had 
died. Mrs. Manning tried to deliver this 
to KnoedjJer, but with no better success 
than the first. : 

She concluded he was'sleeping, and wait- 
ed until yesterday morning. Then she 
went again to his’rooms and knocked. A 
strong odor of gas came through the 
cracks of the door. She then called in 
Patrolman Sauer of the East Fifty-first 
Street Station. He burst open the door 
and found Knoedler lying dead on his 
wife’s bed. A gas tube in his mouth, con- 
nected with a jet overhead, tcld the story.

Thinks It Was Meant to Dis- 
credit Municipal Ownership. 


TOMKINS WARNS EMPLOYES 


SAYS FERRY STRIKE | 
WAS POLITICAL PLOT 


Dock Commissioner Tells Them That: 


Another Walkout WIIl End Thelr 
Services for the City. 


Representatives of the city’s §80 a 
month firemen, oflers, and water tenders 
who struck last week because they had 
heard that the engine room force of the 
municipal ferryboats was to be reduced, 
with the result that Staten Island was for 
several hours without ferry connection 
with Manhattan, heard some plain talk 
from Commissioner Calvin Tomkins of the 
Department of Docks and Ferries yester- 
day. He told them that he did not intend 
that they should have another chance to 
make the municipal ferry service a laugh- 
ing stock, and that if what happened last 
week was attempted again those respon- 
sible would be discharged from the serv~ 
ice of the city. 

Timothy Healy, President of the Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Stationary Fire- 
men, who spoke for the men, declared 
that the strike should never have taken 
Place, and said that it was the work of 
those who are fighting against municipal 
ownership of the proposed new subways. 
He said that a certain well-known poli- 
ticilan in this city, who has large inter- 
ests, was concerned in the effortto to 
create dissatistaction among the employes 
of the municipa] ferries. He added that 
not only the ferrymen but the employes of 
other departments, among them those of 
the Water Department, were being tam- 
pered with in the effort to discredit munic- 
ipal ownership, 

. The hearing lasted several hours, and 
besides Mr, Tomkins and Mr, Healy, some 
of the ferry employes who were concerned 
in the strike had things to say. The men 


reiterated their Peerencss, all of which 
had to do with the proposed reduction of 
the working force in the engine rooms. 
Commissioner Tomkins listened patiently 
to them, It was noticed that none of 
them complained about their wages, They 
are getting from.$15 to $20 a month more 
than any other men similarly employed 
in the city. 


Had an Understanding. 


In his first talk to the men, Mr. Tom- 
king said that when he left the olty Iast 
Friday it was with the understanding 
that the ferry situation had been cleared 
up, at least until the conference sched- 


uled for Friday of this week. On Satur- 
day morning, however, he learned that 
the trouble was still @rewing. Hig Deputy 
called him on the telephone and told him 
that a representative of the marine engi- 
neers had notified the department that he 
(Mr. Tomkins) would have more trouble 
on his nands if a certain engineer whose 
pay and place had not been provided for 
in the budget was dropped. 

The Board of Estimate limited the num- 


ber of chief marine engineers to thirty-| 


one, which makes necessary the dropping 
of one man. Thirty-one, 
added, was deemed ample by the depart- 
ment. He said that he would personally 
pay the dismissed engineer his wages for 
the first three days of the New Year. 
‘If the city can itself provide its pub- 
lic service,’’ continued Commissioner Tom- 
kins, ‘“‘it will save contractors’ profits 
and reserve a@ larger degree of control 
to correlate and extend such service. Fa- 
voritism, waste, and disorganization wéill 
do more to retard municipal ownership 
than any other causes, and the temporary 
discortinuance of the ferries of New York 
City will be cited as an example of the 
undesirability of American cities under- 
taking for themselves services which 
English and German cities are advantage- 
ously providing for their inhabitants. 


The Rules Ignored, 


“The authority of the city must be sus- 
tained. A safe and regular marine ser 
vice demands loyalty and discipline. The 
firemen returned to work under existing 
rules, and on the understanding that these 


rules would be observed. I regret to have 
to announce that since Saturday. there 
have been frequent infractions of the 
rules, and a spirit of insttbordination is 
apparently prevalent in the service. This 
cannot be countenanced. Offenders will 
be served with charges against them and 
cited to appear and make their explana- 
tions; unsatisfactory explanations or ex- 
cuses will result in immediate discharge 
from the city’s service. 

‘The enormity of deserting their posts 
was not, I believe, fully comprehended by 
the firemen. The rate of pay and condl- 
tions of service prescribed by the city are 
more favorable than conditions in private 
service. Not long since I announced to 
all the employes of the department that 
in January, and at intervals thereafter, I 
would receive delegates from the various 
grades in the service and consult with 
them frequently on’any suggestions they 
might have to make for the good of the 
service or of the men.” 

Mr. Healy, who followed Commissioner 
Tomkins, began by Saying that he was 
in complete sympathy with everything 
that the Commissioner had sald. 

‘We are going to have municipal own- 
ership,” he said, “‘and we must have 
discipline. I regret very much that the 
stokers took the steps that they did the 
other day. They did it not knowing the 
enormity of the thing themselves. I have

talked with many of them, and they: all 
realize that they owe something to the 
public; that they should not have tied up 
housands of people over in Staten Island 
that morning. 

‘“‘ There is something that I want to call 
your attention to now, that is that a cer- 
tain man in this city has been agi- 
tating city employes, of your men among 
others; the water worxs men, and others. 
I believe that is done for political pur- 
poses. Two weeks ago, after reading a 
statement, I called up a certain politician 
in New York City and a man of big inter- 
ests, and I told him that he had better 
keep his hands off the city employes, 
using the power of a certain paper in this 
city. I believe the whole thing was con- 
cocted to aid the people who are now 
fighting against municipalization of the 
subways of this city, 

‘The sooner the city employes quit 
politics and realize that they are em- 
ployes of the city and not politicians, that 
they are making their living working in 
the interests of the municipality, the bet- 
ter it will be for themselves,”’ 

When Mr. Healy finished Commissioner 
Tomkins said: 

“I want it understood definitely and 

recisely that if there is another strike 
n this ferry service, so far as I am.con- 
cerned, the men who go out will not come 
back. I shall do everything I can to pro- 
vide conditions which will make a strike 
impossible, but I do not intend to permit, 
as Commissioner, the public to be incon- 
venienced and the ideas of municipal own- 
ership to be made a laughing stock as 
they were the other day.”’

FIRE COLLEGE OPENS TO-DAY. 


Probationers Will Be Put Through 
Paces by Battallon Chief Larkin. 


Everything is in readiness for the open- 
ing of the new Fire College to-day. The 
fifty probationary firemen who were ap- 
pointed last Saturday will report at the 
college at 9 o’clock this morning and 


begin a course in fire fighting. Battalion 
Chief Thomas Larkin, who will have 
charge of the probationers and the com- 
pany school, yesterday completed the in- 
staliation of a lot of. new paraphernalia 
which will be used in instructing the new 
firemen. There are two high-pressure 
hydrants, one in sections, which the pro- 
bationers will have to thke apart and 
put together again. 

The first instruction the young fire- 
men will receive will be in the use of 
‘scaling ladders, and in this their mettle 
will be tested. This instruction will last 
for ten days, and Battalion Chief Larkin 
says that he will be able to determine 
in that time if any of the new men have 
a ‘tyellow streak’ in them. 

There alsq will be elementary instruc- 
titon in first aid to the injured. 

The Engineers’ School also opens to- 
day in one of the department's store- 
houses, at 20 Eldridge Street. Twenty- 
five engineers will attend at a time and 
receive instruction in boilers, engines, and 
gasoline motors. The Company School 
will open in about a month and the Ofii- 
cers’ School some time next week. 


EARLY FIRES ROUT TENANTS. 


Elevator Boys Keep Cars Running and 
Get Frightened Passengers to Street. 


Two fires early yesterday morning 


emptied two apartment houses of tenants, 
who did not wave time to put on a great 
deal of clothings but no one was injured 
in either building. The first fire was in 
the eastern side of the double six-story 
| apartment house at 292 and 294 West 
Ninety-second Street. The blaze started 
in the rear of the basement and filled the 
lower floors with smoke. 

John Agramonte, Jr., who lives with 
his father on the gorund floor, was awak- 
ened by the smoke. He rushed out into 
the hallway, ro#sed Charles Claggett, the 
negro elevator boy, and directed him io 
run the car to the top floor. Agramonte 
and Claggett aroused the tenants on fhe 
various floors. The elevator boy got al- 
most all the members of the twenty-four 
families down by way of the elevator, 
though a score or more went to the rooi, 
forced the skylight of No. 294, and made 
their way to the street through that 
house. The flames had worked up through 
the dumbwaiter shaft into the kitchens 
on the first, second, and third floors, do- 
ing $7,000 damage, before the firemen 
put them. out. 

At 7:30 o’clock the other fire started in 
the rooms of Margaret Peel, on the fifth 
floor of the six-story apartment house at 
230 West Fiftieth Street, and in ten min- 
utes nearly 100 tenants, mostly actresses, 
were hunting for.sheliter in near-by gar- 
ages. Here again the negro elevator boy 
did valiant service in getting out the ter- 
rified tenants.

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$500,000 FIRE IN NEWARK. 
Storage Warehouse In Ruins and Other 


Buildings Nearby Damaged, 


A fire that did some $500,000 damage 
started yesterday afternoon in the Knick- 
erbocker Storage Warehouse, at 102-106 
Arlington Street, Newark. It was one of 
the most spectacular fires that has been 
seen in Newark in many years. Four 
alarms were turned in and nearly every 
fire company in the-city was at work on 
the blaze, Because of the large number 
of frame dwelling houses near by it was 
feared for a time that the entire block 
would be swept away. | 

It is believed that the fire started on 
the second floor of the four-story section 
of the building. The blaze was confined 
to this part of the structure for nearly an 
hour. Then flames were seen to burst 
out in the eight-story part of the build- 





ing, in which about 500 valuablé pianos 
were stored. With great rapidity the 
flames shot up the elevator shaft and 


soon enveloped the entire building. This 

art of the building was supposed to be 
lreproof, but the flames made it easy 
prey. 

From the rear of the building the 
flames shot out and communicated to 
the plant of the Newark Embroidery 
Works, at 78 and 80 Shipman Street, 
which employs upward of 200 girls, y 
the direction of Fire Chief William Astley 
all of these were ordered out of the 
building. There was ample time for them 
to get out. 

A Bust of wind caught the flames and 
the roof of the Ferrise Corset factory, 
south of the embroidery works, took fire. 
After a hard battle the firemen succeeded 
in saving this factory and also the em- 
broidery works. Many of the frame 
dwellings were ignited from burning 
embers, and firemen were kept busy put- 
tinge out these small fires. 

Much of the loss will fall on persons who 
had furniture and other articles stored in 





the burned building. It is believed that 
| the fire was caused by the crossing of tel- 
‘ephone and electric light wires.

The Chairman’s report recommended 
that a rule be adopted to prevent drafting 
abuses, and directly following the read- 


ing of the report the following new rule 
was adopted: 


Rule 58. Any major league club desiring to 
draft a player shall, in addition to complying 
1 with the requirements of Section 7, Article IV., 
of the National Agreement and the rules 
of the National Commission, file with the Sec- 
retary of the commission a statement signed 
by its President, signifying that such selection 
is made for the sole purpose of securing such 
player's services for its own team, and not 
under agreement or arrangement for his trans- 
fer to other major league team’ or minor league 
club of higher classification than that from 
which he was drafted or for his return to the 
{ club from which he was obtained by draft. 

If on investigation the commission finds 
that such certified statement was false, and 
that the system of selection was perverted from 
its true purpose in furtherance of a conspiracy, 
a fine equal to the drafting price of the league 
from which the player was drafted shall be 
imposed on each offending club. If the club 
| from which he was selected were not a party 
} to the fraudulent transaction it shall be per- 

mitted to retain the draft money, otherwise 
the amount shall be forfeited to the National 
Commission for ‘its use. In any event the 
player deprived of the privilege of advancing 
in his profession shall be declared a free agent, 
unless some other major league club desires 
his services by the drafting process. If the 
player is declared a free agent he ghall not 
be allowed to contract with either of the of- 
fending clubs for the succeeding season.

He has been run- 
ning since the Summer of 1907, during 
which he has achieved some notable suc- 
cesses, some of which were the champion- 
ships of the Maritime Provinces, The Hal- 
ifax Herald road race, and The Hamilton 
(Ontario) Heruld road race, the latter 
carrying: with it the title of distance 
champion of Canada.

The status of religious pictures printed 
on lace paper was settled yesterday when 
the Board of United States General Ap- 


raisers overruled a protest filed by 

enry Bischoff & Co. and held goods of 
this character dutiable at tne rate of 3d 

er cent., under the provision in the Tar- 
ff act of 1909 for “ printed lace paper.’’ 
The merchandise was claimed dutiable 
by the importers at various lower rates 
than those assessed. 

The goods are described in the special! 
report of the Appraiser of the Port as 
“paper, cut, die-cut, or stamped out into 
designs or shapes to represent lace pa- 
per.”” General Appraiser Fischer, in his 
decision for the board, says that there 
are official samples with the record, and 
that an examination of these proves that 
the articles are not lithographed, and 
confirms in other respects the descrip- 
tion of the goods as given above. The 
protest is accordingly overruled and ihe 
decision of the Collector affirmed. 

The Board of General Appraisers has 
taken unfavorable action on merchan- 
dise invoiced as ‘‘ phosphorite,” stated 
to be a phosphate of calcium and alumi- 
nium. The importer in the case is the 
Vitro Manufacturing Company of Pitts- 
burg. Duty was assessed at the rate of 
©» cents a pound 
lorem, under the provision in the act of 
1909 which reads: 

“ Barium, calcium, magnesium, sodiui, 
and potassium, and alloys of which sail 
metals are the component materials of chie) 
Value.’’ The merchandise is claimed to be 
dutiable at 25 per cent. under Paragraph 
3, as chemical compounds, mixtures, and 
salts. The board gtates in its decision 
that the record is very unsatisfactory as to 
the proper classification of the goods. In 
Overruling the protest the board says: 

“It is clear that the rate assessed is in 
error. The article is not a metal alloy, 
nor an aljloy in chief value of any of 
the metals mentioned in Paragraph 172. 
The United States chemist at New York 
advises us that the article is ‘ calcium and 
aluminium phosphate, probably native,’ 
and the local Appraiser, on the basis of 
that analysis, states that the merchandise 
is probably apatite. provided for free of 
duty under Paragraph 49%. It is not 
shown that ‘ phosphorite’ is a mixture of 
earths, nor has any proof been offered 
upon which findings of fact could be 
made. The protest is overruled without 
affirming the decision of the Surveyor.”

of 158 West Fifteenth 
arrested last Monday 
by Deputy Commissioner 
Flynn’s detectives, charged with being 
implicated in the murder of John C. 
Warner, the young civil engineer of High- 
wood, Coan., who was stabbed at Thirty- 
seventh Street and Seventh Avenue on 


October 31, was held in $10,000 bail by 
Coroner Hallenstein yesterday. 

Already four men are in the Tombs 
and two more are out on bail in connec- 
tion with the murder and the detectives 
declare that the arrest of Langione ac- 
counts for all connected with the affair. 

The principal witness against Langione 

vesterday was Alfred Taylor of Central 
Valley, N. Y¥.. who said that he arrived 
in this city on the night of the stabbing 
and seeing Warner walking down Seventh 
Avenue dressed in an olive drab uniform 
and carrying a gun thought that he must 
be some one in authority and asked him 
where there was a good place to get a 
meal. Warner, according to Taylor, said 
that he also was going to eat and to- 
gether they went into a restaurant on 
Seventh Avenue. 

Taylor said that Warner finished first 
and after bidding him good by left the 
restaurant and walked down the street 
He had scarcely left the place when 
Taylor, who was just ordering dessert, 
heard shouts coming from the direction 
in which Warner had gone. Tavyior 
spFang from the table and running to the 
street saw a crowd of men struggling at 
the corner of Thirty-seventh Street and 
Seventh Avenue. He said that he saw 
Langione sitting on V@arner’s back. Tay- 
lor said that as soon as the men saw him 
they ran away and a crowd collected. 

The attack upon Warner was made dur- 
ing the recent express strike and it is 
said that he was killed by some of the 
striking express drivers, who mistook 
him for a strike-breaker. 

Later Commissioner Flynn learned that 
the gun belonging to Warner was in 
strike headquarters in Washington Hall. 
781 Eighth Avenue, and on December 7 
James Mulligan, Charles J. Hansen, 
Peter O'Connor, Andrew Martin, Joseph 
Murphy, a delegate from the Chauffeur’s 
lnion, and Charles Kleiman were ar- 
rested. Kleiman is out on $4,000 bail and 
Murphy on $100. The others are held in 
the Tombs without bail as material wit- 
nesses. 

Mulligan was taken to Police Head- 
quarters immediately after his arrest, 
and, after being put through a searching 
examination admitted that he had been 
present at the time the attack was made 
| upon Warner, but at he had taken no 
part in it. Mulligan described the man 
‘that did the stabbing and said that the 
man had formerly worked for the Long 
Island Express Company. Mulligan was 
taken to the Brooklyn Police Head- 
quarters and there identified a picture 
which he said was that of the man who 
did the stabbing. The police arrested 
Alfred Muel who was brought before 
Mulligan, who said that while he re- 
sembled the man who did the stabbing 
very closely, he was not the person 
wanted. 

From this description the police learned 
the name of Langione and his arrest fol-
